The Tiue Issne of the Campnizn.
Tur Issuo to be settied by the people of Pean-
sylvania in Uctober next is not a complex
one.

It is not true, as the Democracy have
asserted, that the Republican party desire to
hold the late Robel States in a condition ol
vasallage or inferiority. It is only so long as
those States maintain their arrogance and de-
fend their uvnlawful actions, that we would
have them held in a sta‘e of probation. And
in so doing we violate no law, nor perform
any act of injustice, but mercly follow the
course dictated by common sense. The
moment the South has shown a regret for Iis
action, and gives us a promise ol reformation
for the future, and eternnl loyalty, at that
moment those who are
opéning of the doors of Congress would
hasten to welcome the prodigal brothors.
And that we Jdo not immediately assent to
the admisslon of their representatives, is no
evidence of the desire of the Northern people
to act wnjustly to the South. We are told
that “taxation withont representation Is
tyranny.” Granted. But when a citizen is
guilty of some helnouns crime, does not that
offense disiranchise him ? 18 he not deprived of
representation? Yet, should he be posscssed
of property, his loss of sufirage would not
exempl his possessions from taxation. Aud
in this taxing without allowing the payer to
be represented, we are not aware ol baving
violated any of the received maxims of poli-
tical justice, but only conform to acustom
transmitted to us from time
The eriminal, by his own act, has lost his right
to vole as he has his right ol (reedom; and
until pardoned by the authorities, this erimi-
nal continues to be taxed and unrepresented,
yet
of an old agd cherished doctrine.

If the right of suffrage is forfeited by an !

individual by the commission of a capital
crime, does it not follow that so great an

offense as treason should work forfelture ol a |
right which is lost by an act against an indi- |

vidual? If for the marder of g fellow-being a
citizen loses his vote, surely an attack upon
the life of the nation precludes the raitor (rom
the exercise of suffrage. We therciore see no
injustice, no inconsistency with the principle
for which we fought in 1770.
Southern peeple have committed a heluous
erimg. By their act they have forfeited the
right of representation until they be pardoned.
As by their own deed and free will they lost
that privilege, and as It wns no fault of the
United States that they were guilty of such
offenses, surely the nation ought not to suffer
because of the exemption of traitors’ property
from the terms to which the' possessions of
loyal citizens are subjected. Therefore, so long
as the Bouth remains wilful and deflant; so
loug will the people of the North refuse to
receivo with open arms unrepentant traitors,
and no ery of the sympathizers about ‘no
representation” will prevent the levying of
Just taxes for the support of the nation. As
it is not inconsistent with precedent or Justice
to hold these Rebels in A state of probation,
therefore such of our citizens as belleve that
the safety ol the nation demands that they be
so held, will support that party whose doc-
trine 1s to recompense loyalty aud punish
treason.

The question to be settled is not
negro suffrage. When the day comes that it
shall be presented before the people, then we
will falrly and openly meet the fssue, and
give our wviews.
